the lop of a post, anil we formed into 
line and each mau drew a beau.

Kvery morning before we went down 


into the claims little J:iek was seated 
ou the head of a b.irrel in tha center o: 
the camp and every man had a look at

heard from him, and nftsr supper h< 
was brought out to be looked at au< 
talked to for an hour. 
The little cliar 


-could master papa, mamma, dog, ca 
.anil so on. and Old Comfort did little 
else but teach him. 
When he broujfh 


out a new word we were asentluisiastii, 
. as i[ some on:* had made a ricli find, anc 
sometimes the cheers an:l hand-elap- 
jniny frightened him until he put up a 
lip. 
As a rule he would shake hand 


•with all and smile at every one, but h 
•clung to Old Comfort, in a way to toucl 
your heart. Some of us would borrow 
him occasionally and carry him abou 
ou heads or shoulders, but he was no 


• content to bs lon^ out of the old man': 
•-arms. 
It we were childish, wha

TWENTY YEARS OF WAR. 


A. Lung StruKK'c Still In f r n g r r f f 
lletit •»» 


Holland »«<1 Acuoeiu 


Kor twenty years the war between 


Holland and Aeheen has dragged along 
and no one knows when it will ever 
ond. The last Dutch colonial report 
tells of the present condition of this 
troubled country in .Northern Sumatra. 
Fighting is still going on in a desultory 
way, though the aggressiveness of the 
Aeheeus has lost much of its old force, 
largely Ijceanse the natives are finding 
it dir'iieult to procure the meiias of sub- 
sistence. 
Their operations are- now 


confined chieily to the destruction of 
telegraph wires and means of commu- 
nication. The IJutch troops arc letter 
able than formerly to prevent sudden 
assaults nnd surprises, because they 
have succeeded, after lighting hard for 
it, in clearing the spaco in front of their 
lines. The attacks on baggage trains 
are also less numerous than formerly. 
Tho Dutch, however, find it prudent 
not to make incursions into theenemy's 
country. The Acheens try to do a little 
work in the line of piracy now and 
then, but the blockade which thu. lintel) 
still maintain along the coast is elf.act- 
ive in preventing damage to .shipping. 
This long w:ir in Aeheen is perhaps th*. 
most remarkable struggle eve.- waged 
by a Knropoan government iu its colo- 
nial possessions. The Dutch are among 
tbe best colonizers in the worid. They 
set an example to other natious. They 
have proved that they can take sav- 
age islands, reduce them to order, half 
civili/.e the natives, and make money 
out of the enterprise. 
Holland's pos- 


sessions iu the l^ast Indies coir.prise a 
territorial area that is at least fifty 
timivi as large a.s thatoMIollani! herself, 
and iu all the islands where her enter- 
prises have been carried ou she has met 
with determined and unconquerable 
opposition only in tho northern part of 
Sumatra where the Acheens never know 
when they arc beaten. 


Aeheen is now in its decadence. The 


empire was founded in ' lie thirteenth 
century. It covered half the big island 
and its sultans claimed descent from 
Alexander the Great. Xow its people 
arc cooped up in the extreme northern 
part of the island, although they are 
still believed to number 500,003 souls. 
It is probable that the independent life 
of tiie communes, into which 
the 


doughty little country is divided, ex- 
plums the marvolous energy with which 
the natives defend their independence 
against foreigners. 
Each 
commune 


thoroughly believes in state's rights. 
In all matters of local interest the vil- 
lagers govern themselves. The men of 
a certain advanced age are the law- 
abiding body. Each commune has two 
hereditary chiefs who rule together, 
and they, with the chiefs of the other 
communes, form the council of the na- 
tion. In all matters of national import- 
ance representatives of the communes 
help the sultan to govern, but in all 
local affairs each little subdivision gov- 
erns itself. 


Holland has spent an immense treas- 


ury and some thousands of lives have 
been sacrificed in this long war upon 
the Aeheen:-. She has succeeded only 
ia driving most of the Aeheeus into the 
interior, and now the Dutch are iu con- 
trol of a large part of the coast. But the 
people in tiie interior are practically as 
independent as they ever were, and 
show no signs that they will over relin- 
quish their right to govern themselves. 
Great Britain can Itxjk on with comfort- 
ing thouglit that she made a very good 
bargain when she iradi'd with Holland, 
and for the prize of the Dutch posses- 
sions along the Gulf of Guinea relin- 
quished her claims in Sumatra, and left 
to Holland all the troubie and expeuKe 
which twenty years of puroutual aud 
ineffective skirmishing have given her.

REPUBLICAN RECIPROCITY. 


Its History and Scope Explained and De 


fined By Hon. John W. Foster 


Secretary o< State. 


Reciprocity in not u new principle 


in the government of this country. 
Before any of the men now in public 
life were born John Quincy Adams, 
who, by education, special training 
and experience, was one of the best 
equipped of our secretaries of state, 
announced the true interpretation of 
"the most favored nation" clause of 
treaties, to-wit: that it embraced 
wily gratuitous favors, and not those 
granted for a consideration. It is 
this interpretaton, Hteadily adhered 
to by a long line of illustrious .suc- 
cessors, which has enabled this gov- 
ernment to negotiate and enjoy the 
exceptional benefits of reciprocity 
treaties. Fifty years ago we negoti- 
ated a treaty of commercial reciproc- 
ity with France; and many years 
before that date congress had con- 
ferred upon the president powers 
similar to those of section 3 (the 
reciprocity provision) of the present 
tariff law 


1 cite these fitcts to show that the 


principle and practice of commercial 
reciprocity is entirely consistent -with 
the administrative history of this 
country. They do not detract in the 
slightest, degree from the great credit 
due the president and Mr. Illaine 
in inaugurating and HO Kiiccossfiill.v 
carrying out the recent reciprocity 
arrangements made with various 
nations. It in the

For more than a quarter of a. century 
we had been steadily pursuing u 
policy of protection to native indus- 
tries, and with such marvelous success 
that the whole land had been cov- 
ered with factories, mills and work- 
shop*.

entered upon a similar policy in this

national pride.
